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Turkeys  raised  in  1975  are  expected  to  total  123.6  million  birds, 
6 percent  below  the  1974  number,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board. 

Heavy  breed  turkeys  raised  in  1975  are  expected  to  total  108.5 
million,  down  7 percent  from  the  116.1  million  raised  in  1974. 

Light  breed  turkeys  raised  during  1975  are  estimated  at  15.1  million, 
a 1 percent  decrease  from  the  number  raised  in  1974. 

Turkey  poults  hatched  from  September  1974  through  July  1975  were 
8 percent  below  the  corresponding  period  a year  earlier.  The  heavy 
breeds  hatch  was  down  8 percent  and  light  breeds  down  2 percent 
during  the  same  period.  Turkey  eggs  in  incubators  on  August  1,  1975 
were  34  percent  above  the  number  in  incubators  a year  ago.
